EUREKA, Cal.; Aur. 8.—The steamer 


AiaskA which struck on the rocks at 
Biunt's reef Saturday night, with a 
probable death list of *8. was split in 
two by explosion of the hollers when 
the boat started to sink, survivora said 
here today, and passengers and mem- 
bers .of the crew were thrown into the 
sea. by the explosion. 


The steamer Anyox brought 106 sur- 


vivors of the wreck to Eureka. Seven- 
teen dead were also brought here, in- 
cluding three women and a child. 
There are 31 others missing and be- 
lieved dead. Twelve of the dead have 
been Identified. 


The list of the missing may be 


changed, for lists of passengers and 
crew aboard have not been verified. 


The Alaska was proceeding toward 


San Francisco In a fog when she struck 
a submerged ledge of the reef. This 
shock was almost Instantly followed 
by another as hte vessel struck an 
out-cropping of the reef above water. 
"Sinking By th» Head" 


The Alaska struck the reef shortly 


after 9 o'clock. Immediately wireless 
distress signals were flashed. 
Flva 


miles away the steamer Anyox of Van- 
couver. B. C.. picked them up and, 
disregarding fog and danger of strik- 
ing the same rocks as the. Alaska, put 
on full speed to the rescue. At 9.30 
o'clock the Anyox received the Alaska's 
final message: 
"We are sinking by 


the head." 


Before the AnyoT could reach the 


Alaska the latter had sunk. 
Survivora Picked Up 


In the fog the Anyox came upon a 


lifeboat filled with survivors from the 
Alaska. The boat was 
partly 
filled 


with water and .oily scum. 
The oil, 


survivors said, had been thrown over 
them and in their boat by the explo- 
sion of tho boilers which wrecked the 
Alaska amidships. 


The Anyox cruised around In the fog 


until many other survivors had been 
picked up from the water. Including 
several women and children. 


Among 
these 
were 
18-year-old 


Ftona Erker. of Cornelius. Ore., who 
la In a hospital with her chest crushed. 
Sho was caught between a life-boat 
and the side of the sinklnr ship while : 
the boat was being lowered and was 
In tho water from 3.SO Saturday night 
until 1.30 Sunday morning before being 
picked up and taken aboard the Anyox. 


The ropes "at the lifeboat In which 


she was being lowered gave way. she 
said and Ha entire cargo was thrown 
into tha sea. 
Child Adrift Eight Hours . 


Eileen Dyer of La Grande. Ore., 


aged five, was rescued by the Anyox 
after she had drifted around on wreck- 
age in the waters for 
nearly 
eight 


hours. Little Eileen was unconscious 
when found and was brought back to 
consciousness only through the un- 
tiring efforts of Mrs. Grace Campbell , 
of San Francisco.

Baron Korff 
Says Balkans 


Caused Trouble Between 


Russia and Austria 


W1LLIAMSTOWX, Aug. 8.—Almost 


always It was the Balkans 
which 


caused trouble 
between Russia and 


Austria In the last half century. Baron 
Sergitis A. Korff, former deputy gov- 
ernor general of Finland explained this 
mornins: In his lecture before the Insti- 
tute of Politics at Williams college. 
The subject 
of his address was Rus- 


sian-Austrian relations, which he said 
fell 
into three periods, from ISIS to 


1597, when distinct tension was gen- 
erally evident; from 1597 io 1908 a. time 
of relative friendship and from 1908 to 
19H. a period durlnsr which relations 
grew steadily worse until a break be- 
came Inevitable.' 


In the course of his lecture, which 


carried him to the threshhold of the 
world war. Baron Korff declared that 
the more recent strained relations be- 
tween 
the two countries was largely 


due to Count d'Aehrenthal. former min- 
ister of foreign affairs In Austria, who 
"from the start, had two political ob- 
Ji'Cts In view as his future policy: 
The establishment of Austrian suprem- 
acy in Serbia and the ousting o£ Rus- 
sian influence. D'Aehrenthal was very 
clever and' astute and had what not 
many Austrian statesmen had pos- 
sessed befor* him --firmness of charac- 
ter and clear vision of what was going 
on in the other capitals of Europe, es- 
pecially in Russia. One must say that 
old Austria had educated a wonderful 
school 
of diplomats and bureaucrats 


who administered that checkered em- 
pire as well as it was possible. This 
Is perhaps the only merit of this de- 
funct state, which was really an ab- 
straction, not a nation. There was not 
even national culture to back the gov- 
ernment." 


Discussing the Balkan wars of 1912- 


1?13 and their effect on world politics, 
the speaker said: 
• "These wars changed the whol» as- 
pect of the Near East policies of the 
Russian government and her relations 
with Austria. The first war. and es- 
pecially the alliance 6f the Balkan 
people 
greatly 
alarmed 
Vienna, [or 


they were exactly contrary to her In- 
terests. However, she soon saw that 
ihe alliance would not last and that 
Russia had not the Influence In It that 
she had at first suspected. The quar- 
rels between the Balkan allies filled Vi- 
enna with joy. As a noted French 
writer said 'The hatred of the 
Balkan 


peoples 
helpc-d Vienna to 
definitely 


break up the Balkan block.' 


"This meant the estrangement 
of 


Russia from Bulgaria and the farther 
Russia got away from Bulgaria the 
easier did it become for Vienna and 
Berlin to spread their own propaganda 
among the Bulgarian people. The con- 
sequence of this began to tell at once 
after the great war broke out and led 
Bulgaria to take sides with the Teuton 
allies. The liquidation of the Balkan 
wars was assisted by the united action 
of Russia-and Austria, but this gave 
ths latter an Important trump and 
helped to establish some of her Inflki-

quarters in Dublin, was unable to fln( 
any authorization for such a rumor 
The Sinn Fein, however, issued an of 
ficial statement that no meeting of the 
Irish parliament would be held

Baron Korff Says Balkans 


Caused Trouble Between 


Russia and Austria

morning in his lecture ueforo the Insti- 
tute 
of Polities at Williams college. 


The subject of his address was Rus- 
sian-Austrian relations, which he said 
fell 
Into three periods, from 1S78 to 


1597, 
when distinct tension was • gen- 


erally evident; from 1897 io 1903 a time 
of relative friendship and from 1308 to 
1914, a period during which relations 
grew steadily worse until a break. be- 
came Inevitable. 


In the course of his lecture, which 


carried him to the threshhold of the 
world war, Baron Korff declared that 
the more recent strained relations be- 
tween the two countries was largely 
due to Count d'Aehrenthal. former min- 
ister of foreign affairs in A.ustria, who 
"from the start, had two political ob- 
jects in view a3 his future policy: 
The establishment of. Austrian suprem- 
acy in Serbia, and the ousting of Rus- 
sian Influence. D'Aehrenthal was very 
clever and astute and had what not 
many Austrian statesmen had pos- 
sessed tefora him—firmness of charac- 
ter and clear vision of what was going 
on in the other capitals of Europe, es- 
pecially in Russia. One must say that 
old Austria had educated a wonderful 
school of diplomats and bureaucrats 
who administered that checkered em- 
pire as well as it was possible. This 
Is perhaps the only merit of this de- 
funct state, which was really an ab- 
straction, not a nation. There was not 
even national culture to back the gov- 
ernment." 


Discussing the Balkan wars of 1912- 


1S13 and their effect on world politics, 
the speaker said: 


"These wars changed the whole as- 


pect of the Near East policies of the 
Russian government and her- relations 
with Austria. The first war. and es- 
pecially the alliance of the Balkan 
people greatly alarmed 
Vienna, for 


they were exactly contrary to her in-
